Big  Mother.  Australian  artist  Patricia  Piccinini  was  inspired  to  create  Big  Mother  after 
watching  a  documentary  on  baboons  that  included  the  passionate  intensity  with  which  a 
mother  would  grieve  the  loss  of  a  child.  The  parallels  between  species  instantly  became 
evident  to  her  and  as  with  all  of  her  work,  she  sought  to  unite  the  gap  between  living 
forms  with  a  bridge  of  compassion,  recognizing  that  new  scientific  innovations  are 
breaking  down  those  barriers,  as  well.

Wedgwood  Teapot.  The  figures  in  relief  on  this  jasperware  teapot  include  a  mother  and 
her  children  as  they  approach  a  tripod  table  supporting  a  basket  filled  with  fruit.  The 
scene  was  designed  by  Elizabeth  Upton,  Lady  Templetown  (1747-1823),  as  part  of 
her  Domestic  Employment  series,  and  it  was  modeled  in  three-dimensional  form  by 
William  Hackwood,  a  talented  sculptor  at  the  Wedgwood  factory.
